So far as the average mo- 
tor car owner can judge it is just 
about as safe to put a cardboard 
tag on your radiator as to wear 
the state numbers. It may not 
look as well, but it answers the 
purpose and don’t cost as much 
money. Who says honesty is the 
dest. policy?
